still iinds the ruins of the cold storage 
building unexplored, and it ia just be- 
ginning to be realized. 
The full extent 


of yesterday's disaster cannot be ascer- 
tained until the mountain of rubbish is 
sifted and carted away. 


In all fifteen .bodies have l>con re- 
uvered from the ruins. Besides these 
throe firemen have died in the hospital. 


It is not definitely known the number 


of workmen employed in the building 
who ni-cended the fatal tower with tlu< 
firemen, and how many of them were 
lost no one knows. 


The last soon of It. A. Drnmmond was 


with three or four other workmen, who 
went up Ihe-ladder into the tower with 
[ire extinguishers. Before they could 
liave reached the top the whole mass 
toppled over. 


Karly this morning the remains of 


three of the unfortunates were recov- 
M'ed from the ruins so badly charred ;»3 
:o make recognition impossible, though 
it is not believed they are the bodies of 
firemen, owing to the locality in which 
;\\cy were found, it being some distance 
from the deadly smoke stack around 
which the imperiled firemen huddled on 
the cupola balcony. 


Tlie bodies were found covered with a 


mass of twisted steam pines and ma- 
chinery which had fallen from above. 


From the fact that one of the bodies 
tad on a leather belt carrying a pair of 
jincpra, it ia believed that the victim 
,vas an electric light man. 


This discovery oneus the question: 


.low many persons besides the firemen 
ost their lives in the burned building? 


The total dead bodies recovered so far 
umbers fifteen, but the search in the 


ruins thus far has been very slight ow- 


ig to the heat and confusion, and there 
no doubt that the list is still incom- 


plete.

CHICAGO, July 3.—Please allow me 


apace to say just a word concerning Cal- 
ifornia's exhibit at the fair, I cannot 
see bow any sane person could have 
written so complaimngly ol it, ami es- 
pecially of that part of it which repre- 
sents Fresno county. 


The fair is wonderful beyond descrip- 


tion, ami one of its most wonderful 
features is the California building, and 
to my mind the brightest and most sub- 
stantial exhibit iu that building repre- 
sents our county. Crowds stand in the 
aisles and gallery and admire the differ- 
ent products of Fresno soil there dis- 
played. I cannot understand how the 
county could be better advertised with 
a view to induce people to consider the 
advisability of mriking it their home. 


Now while I am at it let me add a 


word concerning Sunday opening. I 
have been amused and somewhat dis- 
gusted at tbe arguments brought forth 
in favor of opening the gates on Sun- 
day. "\Ve were told that it would bo in 
the line of temperance reform; some 
urged it as an anti-saloon movement, 
saying that it would draw the crowds 
away from the saloons, who would have 
110 other place to spend the day if the 
gates were closed. 


Yesterday was Sunday and the gates 


were opened and every possible induce- 
ment thrown out to tbe working people. 
T spent the day in study of the problenij 
and visited fifteen saloons in tbe city, 
and found that on an average there were 
twenty-seven people in each saloon. I 
visited one beer garden and found 210 
persons there at one tune. Two hun- 
dred thousand different people visited 
the saloons and beer gardens in Chicago 
yesterday while tbe World's Fair gates 
were opened, thus branding tbe decision 
of the directory as an infamous scheme 
of the devil to desecrate tbe American 
sabbath and dishonor America's God. 
As a temperance movement the Sunday 
opening plan is the most gigantic failure 
yet on record. Hut there is still another 
feature, a large part of the preat fair is 
identical with a common beer garden, 
where young women wait upon the 
crowds Vith all kinds of wines, liquors 
and beers, and I have seen drunken 
men taken from Midway Plaisance in. 
the police patrol wagon. 


The cloven foot of the liquor devil is 


plainly visible at the great fair, and not 
a single act of its directory is iu the in- 
terest of temperance reform.

opening in favor of the working people.

in a few places it is solidly roofed over 
with (v deposit of salt which -is getting 
thicker and thicker every year. 


pnr gnide, who is an old man, said 


that ho could remember when the salt 
crystals first began to gather upon the 
surface of the water. Year by -year, 
owing1 to the evaporation of the water, 
the crystals became morennmerona and 
then caked together till this great roof 
formed. 


In 1878 the water beneath this salt 


crystal roof found an underground out- 
let into the River Obi. This lowered the 
lake's surface about threo feet, leaving 
that distance between tho water and the 
roof.

HUNDREDS OF 1>EOPI<E KILLED 


While Tbousauils of Dollars Worth 


of Property is Des- 


troyed. 


FOET UODUK, la., July 7.—Seventy- 


four people are dead, at least five more 
to die, and over 100 injured, is tlio result 
of the cyclone that started at Quimby 
and ended with awful results at Pome- 
roy last night. 


At the latter place forty are dead, over 


100 injured ami five blocks of residences 
demolished. 
Nothing 
remains 
but 


kindling wood. 


Two hundred families are homeless, 


many haviug lost all. 


Business blocks are badly damaged 


and the postoffice, drug stores and seven 
ehurches are completely demolished. 


In Pomcroy the damage will reach 


fully $50,000. 
All 
is chaos there. 


Residents still alive are in a dazed con- 
dition and it is very difiicult to get any 
information. 


The storm caine from the northwest, 
and did terrible work in literally one 
minute'H time. 
Immense damage is done to crops.and 


the; path of the storm ia strewn with the 
carcasses of animals. 


In every direction there is nothing 


but wreck and ruin. 


Immediately after tho storm passed 


the cries and moans of the injured ami 
dying were heartrending, and willing 
ones began the work of rescue. Their 
work was sickening, aa the people were 
found to be literallytorn to pieces,some 
witli legs or arms irone, others suffering 
from terrible-wounds with the life ooz- 
ing out. 


Many of -the dead are so disfigured 


that they are unrecognizable. 


The old postoflice has been turned into 


a morgue, and at one time contained 
twenty-sis bodies. 


CJood templars' linll and the hotels 


were turned into hospitals, where every 
effort was made to relievo the unfortu- 
nates. 


The storm wiped out communication 


with the world, and Ed Moatiuson 
started on a horse for 
Manson for 


help. He was stopped by a bridge 
being washed out, and in attempting to 
ford, the river was nearly drowned. He 
hailed a special train bearing officials of 
the Illinois Central, and they backed to 
Manson, Bent for assistance and then 
proceeded with help to Pomeroy. 
Another train with physicians and 


help followed shortly and soon the wort 
of relief at Pomeroy was in progress. 


The train left here with nurses, bed- 


ding, food and coffins this morning and 
the interment of the dead commenced 
this afternoon. 


Many remarkable escapes are chron- 


icled. 
A year old baby was found on the out- 


skirts of the ruins, entirely divested of 
clothing, uninjured. 


M. F. Mullens' family and five neigh- 
bors saved themselves by going into a 
cyclone cave, but their homes were com- 
pletely demolished. 


Many dead were found long distances 


from their residences,' and 
standing 


houses hud boards driven through them 
by the force of the winds. Trees in the 
path of the storm were stripped even 
of their bark, and nothing escaped in- 
jury. 


I'omeroy was a thriving town of 1000 


inhabitants. 


The list of the dead is still incomplete. 


Reports coming in from the country 
show that the number of dead will be 
swelled to at least eighty. 


Tonight the scene around Pomeroy is 


heartrendering. In the postoffice build- 
ing dead bodies are being gathered anc 
friends coming to identify them make 
the scene beyond the power of the most 
graphic pen to picture.

in two, others with pieces of boards 
thrust through them, heads smashed 
limbs torn off and aomo BO badly die 
figured that they can only be recognizec 
by their clothing or some trinket.

The people wnro startled ouo day by 
10 nou-3 that a life convict had murder - 
d his keeper and made u desperate push 
or liberty. Then the question occurred 
o every one at the same moment, "Why 
liouldu't every life prisoner do tho same

Ho was in for life anyhow, and

If ha 
lucceeds in escaping, that is BO mucli 
gain, audit he fails ho loses absolutely 
LOthing, The abolition of capital pun- 
shment is therfore an almost irresistible 
ncentivo to kill a prison official and 
make a dash for liberty.—New York 
Telegram.

The Mail's argument is sound. A 


slight increase in the cost of living cuts 
but little figure with the industrial 
classes of the country so long as there is 
plenty of work and fair wages. When 
the wheels of industry are humming 
there is but little poverty and destitu- 
tion among the masses. Tlie Mail's 
argument is good in its application to a 
sufficient volume of money to keep the 
car of industry and progress in motion, 
and it is equally good when applied to a 
tariff which encourages home industry 
and gives it advantages over that of 
countries which are anxious to supply 
tlie world with their'products. In some 
instances the tariff may increase the 
price of our products and tho rust of liv- 
ing to that extent, but so long as it fos- 
ters home industry which furnishes em- 
ployment to home labor, it is a benefit to 
the country as a whole and to the labor- 
ing classes in particular ..beyond all the 
cavil and prejudice of partisanship.

Whatever 
may or not may be done with our cur- 
rency laws, every business man, every 
farmer, every professional man who re- 
ceives a salary, and every man or wo- 
man who earns wages or baa a fixed 
money income, should insist absolutely 
upon a national, uniform currency, with 
the United States government at the 
back of every dollar in circulation." 


EUWAKD ATKIXSOX, the best informed 


advocate of free trade in the United 
States, lays down the following proposi- 
tions as the lines upon which tariff re- 
form shonld be made: 


First—To make such adequate addi- 


tions to the free list as may do away with 
the present" disadvantages under which 
our domestic manufactures and me- 
chanic arts have, so long suffered in the 
relative cost of their materials. 


Second—To establish such lesser rateL 


of duty on finished products of volun- 
tary use as to increase rather than di- 
minish revenue. 


The first proposition is to cheapen raw 


materials by decreasing the duties, and 
the second is to increase the tariff rev- 
enues by lowering rates on manufac- 
tured goods--in other words to so in- 
crease the importation of foreign goods 
that the 
lower rate will produce a 


greater revenue than is realized from 
tiie present rate. As foreign importa- 
tions cannot be increased without a cor- 
responding decrease in home production, 
it must be admitted that Mr. Atkinson's 
proposition is plainly and frankly made. 
The question is, whether the country is 
willing to adopt a tariff that ia directly 
aimed at the increased consumption of 
foreign products.

W. 0. Todd has donated tbe sum of $50,- 
000, of which the annual income is $2000, 
to be used for the one purpose of paying 
subscriptions for newspapera.

against them. France, Austria, Ru«?ia, 
Sweden and Denmark refuse to recog- 
nize the ad valorem system of duties in 
the tariffs they maintain. Italy, Ger- 
many, Spain and Norway have less than 
a dozen ad valorem duties iu their tar- 
iffs. Even Great Britain, free trade 
country that it is, has no ad valorem 
duties hi its tariff list. It has remained 
for the free traders of the United States 
to take up this discarded and unjust de- 
vice for crushing American industry 
under the pretext of raising revenue.

But 
whatever route is taken the line, if 
built, cannot fail to be of great benefit 
to this part of the stale. Tt will traverse 
a region rich in mineral, but poor in ag- 
ricultural wealth, and whose develop- 
ment, which would follow railroad con- 
struction, would make it necessary to 
draw heavily upon California for sup- 
plies.—Kern County Californian,

Sheriff 
Hensley denied that lie had told Heath 
about Seaward having told him of see- 
ing Heath there. The Sheriff promised 
the witness tliat he would fix the esact 
date on which Seaward had informed 
him of the mattor. He told the witness 
that he had had a talk with Heath, but 
that he did not remember what Heath 
had told him.

On 
Iwing pressed he said that he went to 
bed in the usual place in the corral, but 
he was not certain whether that was 
where he slept. He got up on the 
morning of the killing between 7 and S 
o'clock.

yesterday, so far as hia testimony of sev- 
eral days ago was concerned. He testi- 
fied positively that he had not seen 
Heath on the" Sunday evening Itefore the 
killing, yet Heath on the stand yester- 
day admitted that he and Polley had a 
drink together in the Monarch saloon on 
the evening prior to the murder. 


He admitted that the written state- 


ment given by him to Ward ami Bury 
was 
incorrect 
in 
material points, 


among them Iwing the fact that he was 
in Chinatown that night in company 
with a Chinese labor agent, and that he 
went into the saloon on the corner of 
Tnlare and U streets, as testUied to I. 
Ha^sdale, AVulcli and Cutbirth. He de- 
nied, however, having said to the China- 
man, "We'll do him up," but admitted 
having said some thing that sounded like 
that, but with an entirely different 
tneaning. 


He was in Scott's saloon, as testified 


by Upton, but at an earlier hour, and 
ho visited Henry's livery stables about 
midnight—about the time mentioned in 
Policeman Johnston's testimony, hut 
did not order the gas turned down. He 
explained why lie bad his heard and 
mustache shaved off several days after 
the kill inland he revealed the fact that 
the Bank of California and several 
wealthy persons had volunteered and 
had put up the money for his defense. 


Frank E. Cronin saw Polley on Sun- 


day forenoon, thus contradicting Pol- 
ley's testimony that he lay in bed until 
late Sunday afternoon. When Cronui 
left Polley at 10 or 11 o'clock on Satur- 
day evening Pollyy wtis not drunk as 
swovn by him, and he was not drunk on 
Sunday night when Cronin parted from 
him. 


Yesterday witnessed the largest at- 


tendance of ladies that has been noted 
since the trial began. They overflowed 
the regular seats within the railing and 
filled the front row of benches outaide

The Defendant's Story, 


Richard S. Heath, the defendant, wag 


then placed on the stand. He was born 
in San Francisco thirty-six years ago 
and first came to Fresno in 1883. He 
remained here until the latter part of 
1884, and came hero again in the fall of 
1890. At the time of the murder Heath 
was superintendent of the Fairview 
vineyard—Mr. Curtis' ranch. He came 
to Fresno from tho ranch on the day 
before the murder with a four animal 
team and n load of hay. On arriving in 
town he went to Simon Henry's stable. 
He had made some arrangement to sell 
Mr. Henry some fifty or sixty tons of 
hay and brought the load us a sample.
